(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide the video recording reservation device 
where it is not required to receive information of video recording reservation for a 
video recording program to a VTR from the user on every reservation of the video 
recording.

[Claim 2]Input EPGand from the EPGfor every predetermined classificationor 
extract only a name of some programsand a program name table is created[ the 
classification ] The reservation-of-picture-recording device according to claim 1 
only attribute data of some said programs having all extracted thathaving created 
an attribute data tableand having a displaying means which displays said program 
name table and/or said attribute data table based on a user's directions. 
[Claim 3]A reservation-of-picture-recording device comprising: 
A recording instruction input means for directing a name of a predetermined 
programor attribute data of a predetermined program. 

A name of a program in said EPG input EPG (electronic-program-information 
guide) and concerning a non-program. 

Attribute data of a program in said EPG contrast a name of said predetermined 
program with which said recording instruction input means received directionsor 
concerning a non-program. 

A name of said program which a contrast means to contrast attribute data of said 
program in which said recording instruction input means received directionsand 
said contrast means contrastedOr a reporting means which reports that there is a 
name of the program which was in agreement and similaror said program of 
attribute data of a program which was in agreement and similar when attribute 
data of said program is in agreement and similar and a recording control means to 
control recording of a program which said reporting means notified. 

[Claim 4]The reservation-of-picture-recording device according to claim 3 
controlling said recording control means to make a program which said reporting 
means notified record based on recording directions from a user after said 
reporting means notifies. 

[Claim 5]The reservation-of-picture-recording device according to claim 3 
controlling said recording control means to make said all notified programs record 
when recording directions are not carried out from a user at all to a program which 
said reporting means notified. 

[Claim 6]Input EPGand from the EPGfor every predetermined classificationor 
extract only a name of some programsand a program name table is created[ the 



classification ] The reservation-of-picture-recording device according to any one 
of claims 3 to 5 only attribute data of some said programs having all extracted 
thathaving created an attribute data tableand having a displaying means which 
displays said program name table and/or said attribute data table based on a 
user's directions. 

[Claim 7]The reservation-of-picture-recording device according to claim 2 or 
6wherein said displaying means creates said program name table and said attribute 
data table by making into a contrast program a program outputted to a display 
which is real time and is connected to this reservation-of-picture-recording 
device. 

[Claim 8]The reservation-of-picture-recording device according to claim 2 or 
6wherein said EPG includes information about a grade of the possibility of 
rebroadcasting of a predetermined program. 

[Claim 9]The reservation-of-picture-recording device according to claim 8wherein 
a name or attribute data of a program without the possibility of said 
rebroadcasting is deleted from said program name table or said attribute data table. 
[Claim 10]The reservation-of-picture-recording device according to claim 
8wherein a name or attribute data of a program beyond a grade predetermined in a 
grade of the possibility of said rebroadcasting is extracted and displayed on said 
program name table or said attribute data table. 

[Claim 11]Said displaying means sets up a name of a program or a registration 
shelf-life of attribute data registered into said program name table or said 
attribute data table based on a grade of the possibility of said rebroadcastingThe 
reservation-of-picture-recording device according to any one of claims 8 to 10 
deleting a name or attribute data of a program which passed the registration shelf- 
life from said program name table or said attribute data table. 
[Claim 1 2]A name of a program of said program name table predetermined in said 
displaying meansPredetermined attribute data of said attribute data table Or a 
predetermined periodDetect not having been contained in said EPG about said 
non-programand A name of said the detected predetermined programOr the 
reservation-of-picture-recording device according to claim 2 or 6 characterized 
by deleting the directed name or attribute data of a program from said program 
name table or said attribute data table when said predetermined attribute data is 
displayed and there are a user s directions. 

[Claim 1 3]When a name or said attribute data of said program with which said 
contrast means contrasted said displaying means is in agreement and similarThe 
reservation-of-picture-recording device according to claim 2 or 6 deleting the 
name or attribute data of a program which was in agreement and similar from said 
program name table or said attribute data table. 

[Claim 14]Have a listened [ view and ] program input means which inputs 
information on a program to which a user viewed and listened in the pastand said 
displaying meansThe reservation-of^-picture-recording device according to claim 2 
or 6 creating said program name table and said attribute data table by making into 
an object program only a program to which a user viewed and listened in the 



pastand which said listened [ view and ] program input means inputted. 
[Claim 15]The reservation-of^picture-recording device according to claim 2 or 
6wherein said displaying means creates said program name table and said attribute 
data table only for a name or attribute data of a program beyond a grade 
predetermined in the frequency of occurrence of said EPG. 
[Claim 16]The reservation-of-picture-recording device according to any one of 
claims 1 to 15wherein attribute data of said program is a name of a performer of a 
program. 

[Claim 1 7]The reservation-of-picture-recording device according to any one of 
claims 1 to 15wherein attribute data of said program is a name of a producer of a 
program. 

[Claim 18]The reservation-of-picture-recording device according to any one of 
claims 1 to 15wherein attribute data of said program is a work name which appears 
in a program. 

[Claim 19]The reservation-of-picture-recording device according to claim 
18wherein said work name is a musical track name. 

[Claim 20]The reservation-of-picture-recording device according to any one of 
claims 1 to 1 Swherein attribute data of said program is the name of a place which 
appears in a program. 

[Claim 21]The reservation-of-picture-recording device according to any one of 
claims 1 to 20wherein said EPG is transmitted from a broadcasting station. 
[Claim 22]A name of said predetermined program which said recording instruction 
input means receivedand an in agreement and similar programOr the reservation- 
of^picture-recording device according to any one of claims 1 to 21 provided with a 
request means which outputs information on a purport that it is required that a 
program of said predetermined attribute data and in agreement and similar 
attribute data should be broadcast to a broadcasting station. 



DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention]This invention relates to the reservation-of-picture- 
recording device to which video recording devicessuch as VTRare made to carry 
out reservation of picture recording of the TV program from a television 
broadcasting station. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]Nowthe broadcast schedule of the TV program is told 
to the televiewer with a newspapera magazineetc. By the wayEPG (electronic- 
program-information guide) is proposed as a thing used as substitution of a 
newspapera magazineetc.and the broadcast schedule of a TV program will be told 
to a televiewer in the future also using the EPG. The EPG is data of the broadcast 
schedule of a TV program which is transmitted by the television broadcasting 



station etc. and indicated for a present newspapera magazineetc. 

The broadcast schedule day of a programtimea channela program namea 

performeretc. are indicated for every program. 

[0003]It is considered as the reservation-of-picture-recording device to which 
reservation of picture recording of the TV program from a television broadcasting 
station is carried out using such EPGand the following are considered. 
[0004]The block diagram of such a conventional reservation-of-picture-recording 
device is shown in drawing 13 . 

[0005]The tuner 1 inputs EPG from a broadcasting stationand the separating 
mechanism 2 separates the data of the image from the tuner land a soundand 
EPGand it outputs it to the display data selection means 1 0 while it inputs the 
data of the image from a broadcasting stationand a sound. 
[0006]After EPG is displayed on the displaying means 1 1 via the display data 
selection means 1 0the recording instruction input means 23 receives the 
information on time of onset and end time from a user to the broadcast schedule 
day of the program which a user is going to make it record on VTR12a channeland 
a pan. And the recording reserved program storing means 8 stores the information 
which the recording instruction input means 23 inputted. 
[0007]After the recording reserved program storing means 8 stores the 
information from the recording instruction input means 23the recording control 
means 9 is controlled to make the program record on VTR12when the program of 
the information stored in the recording reserved program storing means 8 will be 
broadcast in the future. 

[0008]Based on a user's directionsthe display data selection means 10 chooses 
either of the data of the data of the image from the separating mechanism 2and a 
soundEPG or the image from VTR12and a soundand outputs it to the displaying 
means 1 1. 

[0009]The displaying means 1 1 displays data selected by the display data selection 

means 10. 

[0010] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention]By the wayalthough the number of the 
programs broadcast increases in the future age of multichannel broadcastsin timeit 
is not easy in expense to manufacture many new programs. Thereforeit is thought 
that the program of an identical content comes to be broadcast repeatedly. That 
isit is possible that a rebroadcast program increases. 

[0011]Howeveras mentioned abovethe conventional reservation-of-picture- 
recording device must receive the broadcast schedule day of a picture recording 
programa channeland informationincluding time of onset and end timefurther from 
a user at every reservation of picture recordingwhen carrying out reservation of 
picture recording of the rebroadcast program. 

[001 2] Although reservation of picture recording of the program which you are 
going to make it record on VTR can be carried out about the TV program as which 
the broadcast schedule is determined beforehandabout a TV program with an 



undecided broadcast schedulereservation of picture recording of the conventional 
reservation-of-picture-recording device cannot be carried out. 
[0013]This invention such a conventional reservation-of^picture-recording 
devicelt aims at providing the reservation-of-picture-recording device which does 
not need to receive the information on the reservation of picture recording of the 
picture recording program to VTR from a user at every reservation of picture 
recording of the in consideration of the technical problem that the information on 
the reservation of picture recording of the picture recording program to VTR must 
be received from a user at every reservation of picture recording of the. 
[0014]This invention aims to let a broadcast schedule provide the reservation-of- 
picture-recording device which can carry out reservation of picture recording to 
VTR of an undecided TV program in consideration of the technical problem that 
the conventional reservation-of-picture-recording device cannot carry out 
reservation of picture recording to VTR of a TV program with an undecided 
broadcast schedule. 
[0015] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]A reservation-o^picture-recording device this 
invention of claim 1 is characterized by that comprises the following. 
A recording instruction input means for directing a name of a predetermined 
programor attribute data of a predetermined program. 

A name of a program in said EPG input EPG (electronic-program-information 
guide) and concerning a non-program. 

Attribute data of a program in said EPG contrast a name of said predetermined 
program with which said recording instruction input means received directionsor 
concerning a non-program. 

A name of said program which a contrast means to contrast attribute data of said 
program in which said recording instruction input means received directionsand 
said contrast means contrastedOr a recording control means to control to make a 
name of the program which was in agreement and similaror said program of 
attribute data of a program which was in agreement and similar record when 
attribute data of said program is in agreement and similar. 

[001 6]A reservation-of-picture-recording device this invention of claim 3 is 
characterized by that comprises the following. 

A recording instruction input means for directing a name of a predetermined 
programor attribute data of a predetermined program. 

A name of a program in said EPG input EPG (electronic-program-information 
guide) and concerning a non-program. 

Attribute data of a program in said EPG contrast a name of said predetermined 
program with which said recording instruction input means received directionsor 
concerning a non-program. 

A name of said program which a contrast means to contrast attribute data of said 
program in which said recording instruction input means received directionsand 
said contrast means contrastedOr a reporting means which reports that there is a 



name of the program which was in agreement and similaror said program of 
attribute data of a program which was in agreement and similar when attribute 
data of said program is in agreement and similar and a recording control means to 
control recording of a program which said reporting means notified. 

[0017] 

[Embodiment of the Invention]Belowan embodiment of the invention is described 
with reference to drawings. 

[0018](Embodiment 1) The composition of the reservation-of-picture-recording 

device of the embodiment of the invention 1 is described first. 

[0019]The block diagram of the reservation-of-picture-recording device of the 

embodiment of the invention 1 is shown in drawing 1 . The reservation-of^picture- 

recording device of ******** comprises: 

Tuner 1. 

Separating mechanism 2. 
EPG-data extraction means 3. 

The EPG-data storing means 4the reservation list selecting means 5the 
reservation list storing means 6the contrast means 7the recording reserved 
program storing means 8the recording control means 9the display data selection 
means 10and the displaying means 11. 

As shown in drawing 2t he reservation list selecting means 5 is provided with the 
table creation directing means 13the table preparing means 14the extract 
instruction means 1 5the extraction means 1 6and the recording instruction input 
means 17. VTR12 as a recording device is displayed on drawing 1 . 
[0020]The tuner 1 is a means to input EPG (electronic-program-information guide) 
from a broadcasting station while inputting the data of the image from a 
broadcasting stationand a sound. 

[0021]As EPG (electronic-program-information guide) is data of the broadcast 
schedule of a TV program transmitted from a television broadcasting station 
weekly and it is shown in drawing 3 It comprises valuea classificationa program 
approximate accountprogram detailed explanationetc. for every program at the 
time of an end date at a titlea present dateand the time of an opening day. The 
genre of the classification in the EPG being a sport about whether a program is a 
movie shall be specified. In program detailed explanationthe data of the name of 
the pro dee sir of a programa performeretc.the data of the track name of the 
music used for a program or the data of the name of a place which appears in a 
programetc. shall be contained. 

[0022]The separating mechanism 2 is a means to separate the data of the image 
from the tuner land a soundand EPGto output the data of an image and a sound 
to the display data selection means 10and to output EPG to the EPG-data 
extraction means 3 and the contrast means 7. 

[0023]The EPG-data extraction means 3 inputs EPG from the separating 
mechanism 2and a predetermined rule is set up beforehandlt is a means to create 
the title list (program database) which extracted a titleprogram detailed 



explanationetc. from EPGand was mainly concerned with the title based on the 
ruleand the name list (name database) mainly concerned with the data of the name 
of the pro dee sir in program detailed explanationa performeretc. It seems that a 
name list is shown in drawing 5 as the title list is shown in drawing 4 . It specifies 
that the classification in the name list shown in drawing 5 is what shows a 
performer for whether the name which does not specify the genre of a program 
and was written in the name field is what shows for examplea pro dee sir etc. N1 
and N2 — of drawing 5 are matched with N1 and N2 — of drawing 4 and the thing 
of the same numerals means the same thing. 

[0024]The EPG-data storing means 4 is a means to store the title list (program 
database) created by the EPG-data extraction means 3and a name list (name 
database). 

[0025]The reservation list selecting means 5 is a means to display on the 
displaying means 1 1 the title list and name list which were mentioned above via 
the display data selection means 10to show a userand to create the table 
according to genre based on the genre directions from a user. The reservation list 
selecting means 5 displays the table according to genre on the displaying means 
1 land is shown to a userlt is a means to control to make the user choose either a 
title or a nameand to make either [ some ] a title list or a name list store in the 
reservation list storing means 6 based on directions of the selection. Behindthe 
table according to genre mentioned above is explained in full detailwhen describing 
operation of the reservation-of-picture-recording device of the embodiment of the 
invention 1 . The reservation list selecting means 5 is provided with the table 
creation directing means 13the table preparing means 14the extract instruction 
means 15the extraction means 16and the recording instruction input means 17 as 
mentioned abovebut. Behindthese table creation directing means 1 3the table 
preparing means 14the extract instruction means 15the extraction means 16and 
the recording instruction input means 1 7 are explained in full detailwhen describing 
operation of the reservation-of^picture-recording device of the embodiment of the 
invention 1. 

[0026]The reservation list storing means 6 is a means to store some of title lists 
or name lists according to control of the reservation list selecting means 5. 
[0027]The title in EPG the contrast means 7 inputs EPG from the separating 
mechanism 2and concerning a non-programlt is a means to compare the title in 
the title list stored in the reservation list storing means 6or to compare the name 
in EPG about a non-programand the name in the name list stored in the 
reservation list storing means 6. 

[0028]When the title with which the contrast means 7 compared the recording 
reserved program storing means 8 is in agreement and similarOr when a name is in 
agreement and similarit is a means to input the information on the broadcast 
schedule day of the program of the thing which was in agreement and similara 
channeltime of onsetand end time from the contrast means 7and to store the 
information. 

[0029]The recording control means 9 is a means to control to make the program 



of the information which the recording reserved program storing means 8 stored 
record on VTR12. 

[0030]Based on a users directionsthe display data selection means 10 as data 
displayed on the displaying means 1 1 1t is a means to choose the data of the image 
from the separating mechanism 2 and audio datathe title list from the reservation 
list selecting means 5a name listetc.the image from VTR12and any one data in 
audio dataand to output to the displaying means 11. 

[0031]The displaying means 1 1 is a means to display data selected by the display 
data selection means 10. 

[0032]VTR12 is a device which inputs the data of the image from a broadcasting 
stationand a soundand records a predetermined program according to control of 
the recording control means 9. 

[0033]In this inventionthe recording control means 9 was used as the contrast 
means 7 and a recording control means as the recording instruction input means 
1 7 and a contrast means as a recording instruction input means. The table 
preparing means 14the displaying means 1 land they and the extraction means 16 
were used as a displaying means. 

[0034]Nextoperation of the reservation-of-picture-recording device of such an 
embodiment of the invention 1 is described. 

[0035]Firstwhile the tuner 1 inputs the data of the image from a broadcasting 
stationand a soundEPG from a broadcasting station is inputtedand the separating 
mechanism 2 separates the data of the image from the tuner land a soundand 
EPGand outputs EPG to the EPG-data extraction means 3. 
[0036]Nextthe EPG-data extraction means 3 inputs EPG from the separating 
mechanism 2The title list (program database) mainly concerned with the title as 
extracted a titleprogram detailed explanationetc. from the EPG and shown in 
drawing 4 based on the rule beforehand set up by the userThe name list (name 
database) mainly concerned with the data of the name of a pro dee sira 
performeretc. as show drawing 5 is createdand it outputs to the EPG-data storing 
means 4. 

[0037]Thenthe EPG-data storing means 4 inputs and stores the title list from the 
EPG-data extraction means 3and a name list. 

[0038]And the table preparing means 14 of the reservation list selecting means 5 
shown in drawing 2 inputs a title list and a name list from the EPG-data storing 
means 4 of drawing l is made to display them on the displaying means 1 1 via the 
display data selection means 10and is shown to a user. 

[0039]Nextthe table creation directing means 13 of the reservation list selecting 
means 5 receives directions of the preparation method at the time of the table 
preparing means 14 creating the table according to genre from a userand outputs 
the directions to the table preparing means 14. Herelet the table creation directing 
means 1 3 be the thing of the following explanation which received directions so 
that the table preparing means 14 might create the table about the genre of a 
sport for convenience. The table according to genre is a table different from a title 
list or a name list. 



[0040]Thenbased on directions of the table creation directing means 1 3the table 
preparing means 1 4 extracts the program of the genre of a sport from the title list 
of drawing 4 and also uses the name list of drawing 5 about the extracted 
programA title and a performer s name are arrangedthe table according to genre as 
shown in drawing 6 is createdand the created table is displayed on the displaying 
means 1 1 via the display data selection means 1 0 of drawing 1 . 
[0041] After the table according to genre created by the table preparing means 14 
is displayed on the displaying means 1 1the extract instruction means 15Directions 
any the extraction means 1 6 shall create between the title table classified by 
genre or the table before a genre alias are received from a userand the directions 
are outputted to the extraction means 16. Herelet the extract instruction means 
1 5 be the thing of the following explanation which received directions so that the 
extraction means 16 might create the table before a genre alias for convenience. 
[0042]And the extraction means 16 inputs the table according to genre of drawing 
6from the table preparing means 14and based on directions of the extract 
instruction means 1 5from the table according to the genreas shown in drawing 
7The table before a genre alias is created and it is displayed on the displaying 
means 11 via the display data selection means 10. 

[0043]Thenthe recording instruction input means 17 inputs from a user the 
number of the specific name in the table before a genre alias which was displayed 
on the displaying means 1 1 and which was shown in drawing 7 . The number of the 
following explanation which the recording instruction input means 1 7 inputted for 
convenience presupposes that it is 1 . And the name corresponding to the number 
1 specifies the recording instruction input means 1 7 with what is "the 
representative of Japan for soccer" in drawing 7 . 

[0044]Thenthe reservation list storing means 6 stores the name of "the 
representative of Japan for soccer" whom the recording instruction input means 
1 7 specified. 

[0045]Nextit inputs the name of "the representative of Japan for soccer" from 
the reservation list storing means 6 while inputting EPG transmitted from a 
broadcasting station via the separating mechanism 2after the contrast means 7 
stores [ the reservation list storing means 6 ] "the representative of Japan for 
soccer." And the name in the program detailed explanation of EPG about a non- 
program and the name of "the representative of Japan for soccer" are compared. 
[0046]After the reservation list storing means 6 stores "the representative of 
Japan for soccer" as a result of the collationWhen the name in EPG transmitted 
from a broadcasting station has "a representative of Japan for soccer"and a 
matchOr "the representative of Japan for soccer"similar "Japanese soccer 
representation"and when there is "soccer Japan" etc.the recording reserved 
program storing means 8The information and EPG of the broadcast schedule day 
of the program of the thing which was in agreement and similara channeltime of 
onsetand end time are inputted from the contrast means 7the information is 
extracted out of EPGand is storedand it outputs to the recording control means 9. 
[0047]The program of that to which the recording control means 9 was in 



agreement and similar with the "representative of Japan for soccer from the 
recording reserved program storing means 8A broadcast schedule daya 
channeland when it inputs the information on time of onset and end time and the 
program will actually be further broadcast from a broadcasting station in the future 
based on the informationit controls to make it record on VTR12. VTR12 records a 
program according to the control. 

[0048]The reporting means 18 which notifies a user of the reservation-of-picture- 
recording device of this invention having a program of the thing which was in 
agreement and similar when the title or name which the contrast means 7 
compared is in agreement and similaras shown in drawing 8 It is good though it has 
the notice trailing edge drawing directing means 19 which receives recording 
directions of the program from a user after the notice. If it puts in another way 
when it is judged as a thing without the necessity that a user makes the title or 
name compared by the contrast means 7and a similar program record in that 
caseWhen making only the program whose compared title or name corresponded 
recordthe notice trailing edge drawing directing means 1 9Directions of the program 
made to record from a user are inputtedand the contrast means 7 is good though 
the notice trailing edge drawing directing means 19 outputs only the information on 
time of onset and end time to the recording reserved program storing means 8 at 
the broadcast schedule day of the program which received recording directionsa 
channeland a pan. In this casethe recording control means 9 is controlled to make 
it record on VTR12when that program will actually be broadcast from a 
broadcasting station in the future based on the information about the recording 
from the recording reserved program storing means 8. 

[0049]By the waywhen the user has forgotten to carry out recording directions 
and the notice trailing edge drawing directing means 19 is not carried out at all in 
recording directions from a userthe contrast means 7Though the information on 
time of onset and end time is outputted to the recording reserved program storing 
means 8it is good for all the broadcast schedule day of the programs which the 
reporting means 18 notifieda channeland a pan. The recording control means 9 is 
controlled to make it record on VTR12when the program will actually be broadcast 
from a broadcasting station in the future based on the information about the 
recording from the recording reserved program storing means 8. 
[0050]The reservation-of-picture-recording device of this invention is provided 
with the buffer 20 which saves EPG from the separating mechanism 2 temporarily 
as shown in drawing 9W hen program data is outputted to the displaying means 1 1 
in real time when the data of the image from the separating mechanism 2 and a 
sound is outputted to the display data selection means 10 that isthe display data 
selection means 10 outputs information to that effect to the EPG~data extraction 
means 3. And though the EPG-data extraction means 3 creates the title list 
shown in drawing 4 based on the information from the display data selection 
means 10 by considering only the program of the data currently outputted to the 
displaying means 1 1 in real time as contrastand the name list shown in drawing S it 
is good. The title list obtained by doing in this way and a name list become a thing 



reflecting the user's tasteand since it becomes unnecessary for the EPG-data 
storing means 4 to save the data about a program without a user's interestit can 
make small capacity of the EPG-data storing means 4. Time for the reservation 
list selecting means 5 to create a table from the data stored in the EPG-data 
storing means 4 also becomes short. The displaying means 1 1 was used as a 
display of a statement of claim 7. 

[0051]The reservation-of-picture-recording device of this invention is goodthough 
the program which the reservation list storing means 6 storedfor exampleis in 
agreement and similar with "the representative of Japan for soccer" is provided 
with the transmitting means 21 and the modem 22 which transmit a request to 
that effect to a broadcasting station so that it may be broadcast in the future as 
shown in drawing 1 0 . The transmitting means 21 and the modem 22 were used as 
a request means of this invention of claim 22. 

[0052]In Embodiment 1 mentioned abovealthough the table preparing means 1 4 
showed the example which creates the table according to genre of the genre of a 
sportNot only the genre of a sport but a moviea dramaetc. may be the things of 
what kind of genreor the table according to genre which the table preparing means 
14 creates may be a table about the program of a predetermined dayand may be a 
table about the program of a predetermined time zone. In shortthe table preparing 
means 14 must input the directions about creation of the table from a user via the 
table creation directing means 13and has only to create a table based on the 
directions. Or though the table preparing means 14 is beforehand set up in the 
directions about creation of a table and creates a table based on the directionsit 
is good. 

[0053]In Embodiment 1 mentioned abovealthough it showed the example which 
creates the table before a genre alias as shown in drawing 7t hough the extraction 
means 16 creates the table of only the title shown in drawing 6 as a title table 
classified by genreit is good. In shortthe extraction means 1 6 inputs directions of 
whether which table of the table before a genre alias or the title table classified by 
genre from a user is made to create via the extract instruction means 15Based on 
the directionsthe table before a genre alias or the title table classified by genre 
must be created. 

[0054]In Embodiment 1 mentioned abovethe name of the program detailed 
explanation in EPG was used as attribute data of this inventionusing the title in 
EPG as a name of the program of this invention. 

[0055]In Embodiment 1 mentioned abovethe table before a genre alias was used as 
an attribute data table of this inventionusing the title table classified by genre as a 
program name table of this invention. 

[0056]As the attribute data of the title which the contrast means 7 comparesor a 
nameand a similar thingthe thing of the full name of a name which omitted ** etc. 
in partnicknameetc. shall be containedfor example. 

[0057]After it creates the title table classified by genreand the table before a 
genre aliasthough the extraction means 16 accumulates it and newly inputs and 
adds the title and attribute data from the table preparing means 14it is good. 



Though the extraction means 16 deletes either one of what was newly inputted or 
the thing already accumulatedit is goodso that it may overlap and the same data 
may not be storedwhen the title newly inputted into the table preparing means 14 
and attribute data lap with what is already accumulated in that case. 
[0058]About some programsthough the information about the grade of the 
possibility of rebroadcasting is included in EPG transmitted from a broadcasting 
stationit is all good for it. In that casethough the extraction means 16 deletes the 
title or attribute data of a program without the possibility of rebroadcasting from 
the title table classified by genreand the table before a genre aliasit is good. Or 
the extraction means 1 6 is good though the grade of the possibility of 
rebroadcasting creates the title table classified by genreand the table before a 
genre alias for the program name or attribute data of a program beyond a 
predetermined grade. Based on the grade of the possibility of rebroadcastingthe 
extraction means 1 6 The title table classified by genrelt is good though the title or 
attribute data which set up the title or the registration shelf-life of attribute data 
registered into the table before a genre aliasand passed the registration shelf-life 
is deleted from the title table classified by genreor the table before a genre alias. 
[0059]The extraction means 16 The title of either of the title tables classified by 
genreOr the attribute data of either of the attribute data tables detects not having 
been contained in EPG about a non-program during the predetermined 
perioddisplays the detected title or attribute dataand it with a user's directions. It 
is good though the directed title or attribute data is deleted from the title table 
classified by genreor the table before a genre alias. 

[0060]When the title or attribute data which the contrast means 7 compared is in 
agreement and similarthough the extraction means 16 deletes the title or attribute 
data which was in agreement and similar from the title table classified by genreor 
the table before a genre aliasit is good. 

[0061]The reservation-of-picture-recording device of this invention is provided 
with the listened [ view and ] program input means which inputs the information on 
the program to which the user viewed and listened in the pastand the extraction 
means 1 6It is good though the title table classified by genre or an attribute data 
table is created by making into an object program only the program to which the 
user viewed and listened in the past and which the listened [ view and ] program 
input means inputted. 

[0062]The extraction means 16 is good though the title in EPG or the frequency of 
occurrence of the attribute data creates the title table classified by genreor an 
attribute data table only for the title or attribute data beyond a predetermined 
grade. 

[0063]Although EPG presupposed that it is transmitted from a television 
broadcasting station weeklythe timing to which EPG is transmitted is not limited to 
timingsuch as every week mentioned above. The title list created by the EPG-data 
extraction means 3 and each name list may be the title lists as shown in drawing 
11 and the name lists as shown in drawing 12 t o which EPG newly transmitted to 
another timing was added. The "modification time" in the title list shown in 



drawing 1 1 and the name list shown in drawing 1 2 shows the time at the time of a 
title list and a name list being rewritten or added whenever new EPG was 
transmitted. The "number of times" in the title list shown in drawing 1 1 and the 
name list shown in drawing 1 2 shows each number of times of an appearance at 
the time of a title list and a name list being rewritten or added whenever new EPG 
was transmitted. 

[0064]Although the data of the name of the pro dee sir of a programa 
performeretc.the data of the track name of the music used for a program or the 
data of the name of a place which appears in a programetc. shall be contained in 
the program detailed explanation of EPGThough a pro dee sirthe data of the track 
name of a performer and music or the name of a placeetc. are contained in the 
program approximate account of EPGthey are good. In shorta pro dee sirthe data 
of the track name of a performer and music or the name of a placeetc. must be 
contained in EPG. If the identifier beforehand set to the name of these pro dee 
sira performeretc.the data of a musical track name or the name of a placeetc. is 
markedit is good though drawing 4 and 5671 1 and 12 are created using the 
identifier. 

r0065] drawing 4 and the table of 5671 land 12 — a classificationsome of number 
of times of an appearanceor "alphabetical" order — or it may be arranged by the 
time standard of the program broadcast most newly. 

[0066]Though the EPG-data extraction means 3 makes only the data of the field 
which showed the list of the classifications of the oil painting of the title of EPGa 
Japanese filma dramaa sportmusicetc. to the displaying means 1 1 made the user 
choose some and was chosen from the inside store in the EPG-data storing 
means 4it is good. 

[0067]Though the recording control means 9 displays the contentssuch as a title 
and timeon the displaying means 1 1 via the display data selection means 10 and 
makes a user do the check of the contents of a recording reserved programit is 
good, about the program which does not need to be recordeda user cancels 
reservation of picture recording — the recording reserved program storing means 
8 — the — it was canceled — while carrying out recording-reservation-data 
removalthough the recording control means 9 is controlled so that the program is 
not recorded on VTR12it is good. 

[0068]In Embodiment 1 mentioned abovewhen there was attribute data with which 
collation of the contrast means 7 is in agreement as a result of it and similarsuch 
as a title and a nameit presupposed that a reservation-of-picture-recording check 
is not performedbut ** is also reservedbut it is goodthough it is reserved only 
after there is a reservation-of^picture-recording check by a user. 
[0069]Though the display data selection means 10 displays simultaneously two or 
more data of the data from the separating mechanism 2the reservation list 
selecting means 5and VTR12 grade on the displaying means 11 it is good. 
[0070] 

[Effect of the Invention]This invention can provide the reservation-of-picture- 
recording device which does not need to receive the information on the 



reservation of picture recording of the picture recording program to VTR from a 
user at every reservation of picture recording of the so that clearly from the place 
explained above. 

[0071]This invention can provide the reservation-of^picture-recording device 
which can carry out reservation of picture recording to VTR of a TV program with 
an undecided broadcast schedule.
